| class article. For example, seven tons of 30 
per cent. superphosphate is required to supply 
the. amount of phosphate contained in six 
tos of 35 per cent. superphosphate. 


Unit Value 


“The relative values of different manures 
or grades of a manure containin the same 
ingredient can be ascertained readily by cal- 
culating the unit value of that ingredient in 
each manure. A unit is one per cent. of a 
ton, Other things being equal, the one arith 
the lowest unit value is the cheapest. The 
unib value; or the value of 1 per cent. of an 
ingredient per ton of manure, is obtained by 
dividing the price per ton of the manuge hy 
its percentage composition, Thus, if sul.

When 
a manure contains but one valuable in- 
gredient, there is little @ifficulty in deter- 
mining who is offering the best value. Thus,

‘Wonares should not, however, be bought 
solely on account of their cheapness per unit. 
It is essential that ate should be suitable for

happen that nitrogen can be = chased more 
cheaply per unit in sulphate of ammonia than 
in nitrate of soda or nitro-chalk ; nevertheless 
if a quick-acting manure is required to stimu- 
late a crop and tide it over an attack of 
disease or insect pests, it would be wi 
use one of the latter in preference to sn Ar 
of ammonia. The proper plan, therefor, is 
(i) to decide what. manures of each class are 
suitable for the object in view; (ii) to obtain 
quotations from several firms for ‘these 
mantres; and (iii) to calculate the anit 
values of nitrogen, phosphate and potash, as 
already described.

Veltom, traffic manager, Great 
Western Railway, said that statistics showed 
that the Association was responsible more 
than any of the railway companiés for bring- 
ing people to Ireland, and he gave an example 
of a party of tourists who had continued their 
visit for nine days instead of four, as was 
their original intention, on account of the 
courtesy of the Association's officers.

FEAR OF COMMUNISTS 


Mr. Job Stott, leader of the Fascists in 
Northern Ireland, said that they ought to 
remove the present moral outlook’ and the 
suspicions that gave rise to the preser: 
division. Between the North and. South 
there was mutual fear, which was promoted 
by politicians for personal reasons, and they 
must get right down. to the cause of that fear. 
The positions in Belfast at the moment was 
not the definite religious thing»that it had 
been. The fight that had been taking place 
in the city was not a. Protestant-Gatholic 
fight; it was a definite fear of the population 
of Northern Ireland against the encroach- 
ments of Communists among them. The Left 
Wing of the Catholic "Ch “hrs had allowed | 
themselves to be known as Comniunists and 
had gone under the Communist wing to a: 
certain extent. 

What was wanted for unity was that they. 
should get out and say what they thought.

Another Drought 


London. is sweltering in another heat 
wave, but, although a drought has been 
officially declared over a large area of the 
country, there is no present danger of a 
Metropolitan water shortage. There is 

reat scarcity of water in many districts, 

owever, and supplies are being brought in 
from neighbouring areas. London has in 
its reserve reservoirs between 4,000,000,000 
and 5,000,000,000 more gallons than at this 
time last year, when severe restrictions had 
to bé imposed. For all that, London is 
asked not to waste water. The danger 
int lies in the East End, which is served 
ee the Lea Valley ‘supply. Last week 
work was started on a new reservoir with 
a storage capacity of 5,000,000,000 gallons 
for this area, and, when it is completed 
three years hence, no drought will be ablc 
to cause á water shortage in that district. 
There are 18,000,000, gallons of water 
stored in the Thames Valley reservoirs, on 
which the rest of London can draw despite 
the present drought. The construction o! 
‘two new Thames Valley storage reservoir: 
of enormous capacity is to be put in hand 
at once. 


Employment Increases 


Britain is seamie sian a hard fight 
to regain her former industrial prosperity. 
It has peen a severe struggle, bui 
statistics confirm the fact that the corne: 
has been turned. The peak figure of 
10 ,381,000 insured persons in employment! 
has just been reached, an improvemen' 
which is seldom experienced i in July, which 
is 4 month much‘ affetted by seasonal! 
occupation. The number ‘of utiemployed 
has fallen by nearly a thiflion since 
January, 1933, when the figuré of unem- 
ployment was close on three millions. 
There is a tremendous boom im the build 
ing and allied trades, owing largely to th« 
great number of working-class’ flats whic!: 
are being put up by local authorities.

THE SUCCESS OF THE 
SEA-DROMES 


a 
T's regular air service between Germany 


and South America is now operating in 

its second year without any mishap so 
far or any appreciable damage. With punc- 
tilious regularity, the mail is carried to and 
from Europe each week, each flight some 
20,000 letters are carried. About two million 
air mail consignments have been delivered 
to date. 

This traffic was instituted in February, 
1954, after months of preparation, and has 
steadil improved since. From Berlin the 
route leads via Stuttgart and Seville (Spain) 
to Bathurst in British Gambia. From here 
it leads straight across the Atlantic to Natal 
in Brazil, thence to Rio de Janeiro and 
Buenos Aires. 


A NIGHT SERVICE 


This summer continental connections have 
been shortened by introducing a night service. 
The mail rane eaving Berlin on W ‘ednesday 
night reaches Pernambuco (Brazil) on Satur- 
day. From there the Brazilian Condor Syndi- 
cate takes over and distributes the mail via 
the coast to Rio and the Argentine capital. 
The mail leaving Berlin on Wednesday night 
reaches Buenos Aires on Sunday midday— 
that is, in three and a half days. By altera- 
tions in the time of departure, it has also 
heen possible to get mail to Venezuela in six 
days and to Columbia in seven days, while 
ordinary mail requires a minimum of ‘twenty 
days. 

The » most, ~ difficult stretch . for inter- 
continental air traffic. is the actual ocean 
crossing. Hitherto it has not been possible 
to construct flymg boats with the required 
freight capacity which could manage Bm en- 
tiré stretch without weeding to refill, so tank- 
ing stations in the form of two ships— 
the Westfalen and Schwabenland—have 
been established in mid-ocean. Each of 
these sea-dromes, or refuelling ships, is 
equipped as wireless station, meteor i 
station and floating. repair cap, Fr 
Schwabenland lies nearer the Láin 
coast, off the island of Fernando Noronha, 
while the Westfalen lies on the African 
side. The flying boats are seaworthy, and 
can alight on the water without danger. The 
taking off from the ocean is, however, a pro- 
blem still to be solved, so when making in- 
termediate landings the flying boats alight 
on the ocean and are lifted by a special con- 
trivance on to the deck of the floating sea- 
drome. Here they are refueled and sent off 
on the next stage of their journey by a cata- 


} pult device. 


“ SAFETY FIRST ” 


The guiding principle in perfecting this ser- 

vice across the South Atlantic is one of 
‘safety first.” To this end the dépót ships 
are not’ anchéred, but drift with steam up, 
ready to change course at a moment’s notice 
if necessary. They are both fitted with short 
and long-wave transmitting sets, and in con- 
tinual communication with the ‘planes, keep- 
ing them informed as to approaching storms 
or fogs. 
The reliability with which this service 
operates is illustrated by an ineident which 
happened to the Tornado, which had- to 
alight in mid-ocean at the beginning of July. 
On the return journey she had left the 
Schwabenland. and was headed for the 
African cowst when mid-way on the 1,84?- 
mile stretch she reported a leaking radiator 
in one of her engines. At first she con- 
tinned the journey on one engine, but finally 
decided to go down, advising the W estfalen. 
The latter steered straight for the floating 
machine, reaching it in 41 hours, An emer- 
gency ‘plane, the Samum, stationed on the 
Westfalen, was made ready, and set out for 
Bathurst with the mail. 

Thanks to the exceptional wireless equip- 
ment and the co-operation of the two sea 
dromes, the fiying-boat and its crew “were in 
no danger. Incidentally, the seaworthiness 
of the flying-boats underwent a practical 
test. 


FREE STATE PIG TRADE

Compared with the totals for the preceding 
two weeks in July last the number of pigs 
purchased in the Free State for curing showed 
an increase during the week ended ‘August 
3rd, when the figures were 20.515 (live) and 
1,344 (dead). Exports of 1,092 live pigs 
showed an increase over the previous wok a 
300 head. 

The total number of pigs sold was 22,749, 
as compared with 21,085 for the same week 
last year, and 609, 368 for the year to date, as 
against 551,595 for the same period in 1934. 

The export and curing trades in Northern 
Ireland accounted for 11,933 pigs during last 
week, the total for the year so far showing 
an increase of 58,376 on the figures for last 
year.
